When household experts began to advise a;uc*.eur 
canners not to try to can non-acid vegetables but to 
enjoy them while fresh, and to throw their - aiming 
energies into fruits and tomatoes quite a few people 
protested that they had always canned all kinds of vege­ 
tables safely. 
As no doubt many had. 
One very clear 
gild interesting letter came from Dr. E _ r„ 
W&ld# 
chairman of the Floyd County. Iowa Nutrition Tom su t­ 
tee, printed in th# Charles City Daily Press: 
“Hundreds of thousands of people throughout the 
land are a happy, healthy testimonial to the fact th at 
today’s home canned vegetables are wholeaoc e and nu­ 
tritious. 
Home makers may follow the simple rules of 
home canning recommended by our own stat# experi­ 
ment station and th# Bur# aa of Home Economic - V. *S. 
Dept, of Agriculture. 
“Grandmother depended upon high concentrations 
of sugar, salt or vinegar to keep her canned foods. 
Today, we depend upon heat to kill th#* organisms caus­ 
ing spoilage, upon hermetic .sealing of keep the food 
sterile in both horn#* canning and commercial processes. 
Acid fruits and and vegetables require little heat, bland 
vegetables require more. 
In general an hour s process­ 
ing in a pressure cooker, or three hours’ cooking in a 
water bath, is necessary’ to guard the bland vegetables, 
such as beans, peas and asparagus, against ferm entation, 
flat sour and petrefaction, and the dreaded botulinus 
organism is destroyed by ten m inutes’ cooking after the 
can is opened.” 
Some experts want the food cooked full 20 minutes 
after opening but except for th at one point, all authori­ 
ties agree exactly with Mr. Waldo.

gas maneuvers broken only 
by 
lunch and dinner. 
Capt. Curtin Mac Aff ee, 
senior, 
aide to General Baker, was 
my 
escort to the drill field where Gen­ 
eral Baker and Major Thomas F. 
Robertson, native-born Scotsman, 
judi expert and drill master with 
18 years experience in the Brit­ 
ish army behind him, put the regi­ 
ment through its paces. 
General Baker is no swivel chair 
officer. He stood for more 
than 
two hours under the hot sun with­ 
out any protection while he snap­ 
ped orders, explained 
formations 
and drilled the troops in their duty 
as the first %nilitarv line of 
de­ 
fense of the commonwealth. 
Patient but with no time for 
foolishness, General Baker's 
de­ 
monstrations and talks were brief 
and impressive—broken only by 
such curt orders as 
“drop 
that 
cigaret, soldier, this 
is 
military 
training.” 
While the general outlined what 
was expected of the guard, Major 
Robertson in another end of the 
field stood on an 
elevated 
plat­ 
form and barked ordera through a 
loudspeaker system. 
He mingled

with “take your hand away from 
your face, mister,
